In September 2007, the San Bernardino County Homeless Partnership (SBCHP) was formed to provide a more focused approach to our goal of ending homelessness 
within the County.  The Partnership consists of city governments, community based organizations, faith-based organizations, educational institutes, non-profit organizations, 

private industry, and federal, state, and local government. 
 

SBCHP was developed to promote a strong collaboration between agencies to direct the planning, development, and implementation of the County’s 10-year-plan to end 
chronic homelessness.  The Partnership meets on the third Wednesday of each month at the Behavioral Health Resource Center in Rialto.  The Partnership facilitates better 
communication, planning, coordination, and cooperation among all entities that provide services and/or resources for the relief of homelessness in San Bernardino County.

The Mission of the San Bernardino County Homeless Partnership is to provide a system of care that is inclusive, well planned, coordinated 
and evaluated and is accessible to all who are homeless and those at-risk of becoming homeless.

• Provides housing for single mothers with kids up to 5 years old and unaccompanied women and men 
• Structured drug free environment 
• Bible study every evening 
• Must be Independent / high functioning because unable to distribute or pass out medication 
• Provides 3 meals a day 
• Will connect to any services they may need or are interested in 
• There is a 2 year limit but will try to get them into permanent housing 
• Works with Full Steam Staffing who has felon friendly opportunities.  Phone number is 909-874-5530 
• Referrals come from forensics, homeless services, DBH 
• Telephone assessments are done from 9:00 to 5:00

• Provides Counseling Services 
• Immigration & Refugee program with housing relocation component attached to it 
• Family and Community Services Dept has offices located throughout the County 
• Clothing/Furniture 
• Medical / Food Stamp  Enrollment 
• Life Skills Classes 
• Low Cost Auto Insurance 
• Senior Programs 
• Afterschool homework program 
• Charter School Opening on Monday on Western Avenue 
• There are only 14 paid staff so majority of the work is done by 400 volunteers 
• Donations are accepted for voucher program for Stater Bros, Pharmacy, etc. 
• Only able to provide rental assistance for a small percentage of clients 
• The problem/Issue is the gap between income and housing 
 
 
CES –will focus on chronically homeless and veterans.  Will serve at best 10% of those dealing with 
homelessness. 
 
As CES was being developed HPN Chairs and others didn't want to wait for CES and looked at ways to fill 
those gaps.  Came up with developing a process to make sharing and collaboration and communication 
between providers with housing and shelter resources be more effective and launched a pilot project called 
SBC Pathways to Housing Network. 
 
• Make things more effective and efficient as far as communication 
• Streamline access to referrals and resources for households 
• Create a real time list of referrals 
• Develop a means to quickly connect people to resources 
• Create a collaborative network that shares common goals 
• Created a web based system accessible to both providers and consumers and is easy to use 
• Information collected allows providers to make a determination as to whether the person could qualify for 

their program. 
• When a provider or consumer does an entry Don receives an email and he sends it out to those 

participating in the network 
• Alerts are going out on a regular basis 
• Can look at current situation and keep track of the need 
• When a provider receives an alert, it gives info to be able to refer to someone else 
• Goal of regularly updating resource inventory to expand options already available but we are not aware of 
• Setting us up with real time data collection 
• Initial target will be families with children 
• Some partners have placed the link on their website. 



• Don can send to anyone who wants to start accessing the information 
• Data collected from the first 3 months was distributed
